"And aro tho children oC those plural
wives more pure?" we asked iu a

voice.

We are going to tell you a little story.
Perhaps wo didn't "make it up;" wo
don't believe it is original; wo think
it was told us long, long ago; it may be
you havo heard it or dreamed it some
day when you havo perchance been
alouo in the foothills or by the river or
in tho forest where you havo heard tho
song of some golden-throate- d bird sing-
ing to his mate.
